Russian Power 
Under Arms 


An article in the Lethbridge 
gtewiJd, written by E. Cookridge, 
former correspondent at Moscow, 
and now with the U.N.CV-gh w; hie 
picture of Russian military might 
as both reassuring and frightening. 
In manpower the Red army has 4 
to 1 superiority over the West, 
with first class weapons, and only 
a doubtful starter in respect to 
the atom and germ bombs. 

An American major-general has. 
estimated that the Red air force 
would have 5000 jet planes and a 
heavy bomber fleet. When ever 
a ^British or American plane was 
force landed in the soviet zone 
it was confiscated and copied. The 
air fleets are very similar in 
strength, but Russian pilots lack 
initiative. 

The Russian army has about 6 
million men under arms in 195- 
divisions. This could be increased 
at 24 hours notice by remobilizai- 
tion of other age groups. There 
are 19 divisions in Gecmany, 15 in 
the Baltic States, 12 in Finland 
and the northwest zone; ien in 
Bulgaria and more scattered 
through Austria, Poland, Rumania, 
and Hungary. Another million 
men are immediately available in 
satellite countries. There are 20 
divisions on the frontiers of Tur¬ 
key, Persia, Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. * 

Russia has enough forces to 
thrust through western Germany, 
Norway and Swgden, into Italy and 
Persia (four different fighting 
areas). Russia has the fighting men 
but ignores the striking power 
of atomic energy and bacterial 
bombs. It is said that even if 
Russia had learned the secret in 
1945 it could not be able to turn 
out bombs in number before 1950. 
But 600 German scientists are 
now working night and day in 
Russia's Atomic City back of the

If you can invite someone 
from another established farm 
forum , so much the better, he 
would help lead the discussion. 

Call the meeting for half an 
hour before broadcast time and 
make things as comfortahle as 
you cun for those who will attend. 
When the company has had the 
Forum expTained to them, listened 
to a broadcast and experienced and 
taken part in a discussion period, 
then they will be in a position to 
know- whether they would like to 
continue such meetings through¬ 
out the winter. If they enjoy them 
they elect a chairman and a sec¬ 
retary, establish contact with the 
Calgary Head Office, get the liter¬ 
ature sent to them regularly be¬ 
fore each broadcast, and they are

B.E.S.L., 
the annual Remembrance Day 
Service, held in the Vulcan Thea¬ 
tre last Thursday morning, was 
attended by over 300 residents of 
Vulcan and district. 

The service was conducted by 
Rev. V. S. Lord of the Sarcee 
Anglican Mission, Calgary, former 
vicar of St. Aldhelm’s Church here 
and padre of the Vulcan Branch 
Canadian Legion. 

The parade to the theatre was 
in charge of Major C. R. Robson 
and was made up of members of 
the Canadian Legion, the Vulcan 
Highlander Cadet Corps, the Vul¬ 
can Girl Cadettes, Boy Scouts and 
Cubs. ~ 

Following the bidding, by Rev. 
Lord, the “Last Post" was sound¬ 
ed by Bugler D. W. Brooks. The 
two minutes silence in memory of 
the dead Was ^nded with the sound 
ing of “Reveille." 

The presentation of the wreath 
from the Legion of the living to 
the Legion of the dead was follow¬ 
ed by the lesson, read by Mr. J. 
R._ Chapman of the Vulcan Church 
of Christ, and the hymn “O Val¬ 
iant Hearts." Rev. Peter Dawson.

Canada’s Trade 
Looking Up 

Prospects for Canada's export 
trade with the British Common¬ 
wealth were definitely brightened 
during the first half of 1948. Th« 
main obstacle facing such trading 
operations at the beginning of the 
year was the lack of Canadian dol¬ 
lars or convertible exchange to 
pay for needed goods from this 
country. Imports from British 
.areas, excluding the United King¬ 
dom. arose ((cm $7EU8 mMMea Ift 
the first half of 1947 to $94.1 mil¬ 
lion in the same period this year. 

A real effort was made toward 
closing the undesirable gap in the 
trade between Canada and these 
countries. 4 

The increase in imports in the 
first six months was by no means 
an isolated development. An up¬ 
ward trend has contributed without 
important interruption from 1935 
to the preserif. A temporary re¬ 
cession wnf shown in 1938 and 
1943, but advances were otherwise 
continous during the entire 
period under study. Records for 
the first half of each of the four¬ 
teen years show a fairly contin¬ 
ous growth, suggesting that the 
trade is based on substantial found¬ 
ations. 

This is ^ood news for our far¬ 
mers who produce a large quan¬ 
tity of food for export.

United Kingdom Takes on Biggest 
Job in History of Civil Aviation:— 

The work of the British and 
.American Air Forces in supplying 
Berlin is being augmented by civil 
air freighters flying from bases in 
Britain. A special fleet of trans¬ 
port planes was organized by Bri¬ 
tish European Airways in August 
when it became apparent that the 
ferrying of food and fuel by air 
was 'likely to continue for some 
time. Today there are twenty- 
eight planes keeping up a regular 
day and night service with double 
crews to each plane. Within the 
r,e£t few days t.he fleet will be in¬ 
creased to forty-one. The air lift 
to Berlin from Britain has become 
the biggest operation ever carried 
out by commercial aircraft. The 
total weight of supplies ferried to 
Berlin in civil “planes up to Sept¬ 
ember 25th was 16,000,000 lbs. 
This included 1,700 tons of coal 
and nearly half a million gallons 
of gasoline.
